Reese of Comanche in the half-mile 
ru n ; R. E. McNatt of San Saha in 
the 440-yard dash, and John Trout of 
Jacksonville in the two-mile run. 
The 
meet will be held on Stagg Field in 
Chicago under the auspices of the Na­ 
tional Collegiate Athletic Association 
and the University of Chicago. 
Thames, the star Longhorn timber 
topper, entered in the 1 2 0-yard high 
hurdles, lias equaled the old confer­ 
ence record of 13 2-3 seconds twice 
this season. 
This record, 
held 
by 
Clyde Littlefield, coach of the Long- 
born, was duplicated by Thames in the 
Texas-A. & M. dual meet and at the 
conference meet. 
In two meets in 
which lie competed with the Tamed 
Mule Frazier of Baylor, Thame« won 
one, but was nosed out by a few in­ 
ches in another meet, which Frazier 
set a new record. 
Sensational Jim Reese, the phenom­ 
enal halfmiller, who has been setting 
the athletic world agog, is expected to 
establish a record at the 
national 
meet. 
He was one of the four men 
instrum ental in defeating tin* famous 
Pennsylvania relay team in the Kan­ 
sas relays. 
Reese lias been running 
the half mile under 
the 
conference 
record all season, and at the confer­ 
ence meet he sliced off two seconds 
from the record by running it in 
1 
m inute and 30 seconds flat. 
In the

negotiated

stretch in 1 minute and 37 seconds. 
Coleman of Rice gave Reese the clos­ 
est competition of the season by run­ 
ning the half mile under conference 
time and forcing Reese to make it in 
1 m inute and 40 4-3 seconds.

lie is the most experienced 
440 man on tin* varsity squad, and was 
the first man running for Texas in the 
Kansas relays medley race in which 
the Longhorns lacked only two sec­ 
onds of equaling the world's record.

I am due the community a word of j 
explanation in reference to my resig­ 
nation from the school board. 
Men and women who know me best 
know that Comanche public schools 
were the greatest interest in my life. 
I lind been a member of the board a 
little more than twelve years. 
This 
honor I appreciated moro than any 
bestowed 
11 me. And my being forced 
to give it up hurt more deeply than I 
can express. 
I use tin* word FORCED advisedly. 
The hoard’s refusing to consider or 
discuss the re-election 
of Mr. 
C ar­ 
penter as principal of the high sehool 
only brought the climax. 
During the 
past six weeks 1 had been told from 
time to time that the Board was com­ 
mitted 011 this m atter. 
I could not 
conceive of a m atter so vital to our 
high school as the selection 
of 
its 
principal being predetermined. 
When 
it developed that lt had been prede­ 
termined, and five members of the 
Board refused to consider or discuss 
the m atter, in face of all the facts and 
circumstances, there was nothing left 
for me to do but sever my connection 
with the Board. 


Another reason for my taking ac­ 
tion in the beginning of th at meeting 
is that I ha<l also been told th at the 
fate of some other teachers had been 
predetermined, and tin* action of the 
Board in Mr. Carpenter’s ease war­ 
ranted me in concluding that 
these 
reports were also correct, and on that 
account I retired from the meeting, 
for had I remained, I would have had 
my hands tied as to the action of the 
Board in those m atters. 
Some of my friends think that I 
lost my head and aeted hastily. 
I 
want to assure them that I did not. 
No act of my life was ever more de­ 
liberately considered. 
I 
knew 
that 
people who do not approve of me and 
my poor blundering efforts would say 
that when I could not rule the hoard 
I quit —I knew that they would de­ 
liver themselves of many clever re­ 
marks. 
But I also knew that my be­ 
ing forced to resign w as tin* result of 
a campaign carried on for the past 
few years, and intensified during the 
last few months, by men and women 
moved wholly by personal pique and 
religious and political prejudice. Peo­ 
ple moved by passion and prejudice 
seldom have regard for truth or ju s­ 
tice. 
I do not mean to say 
that a 
m ajority of 
the Board was moved l»y 
either passion 
or 
prejudice. 
They 
were not. But they were unduly in- 
fluenced by tin* propaganda above re­ 
ferred to. 
It would be 
untrue were I to say 
that 
I have no feeling in this m atter. 
But in so far as in uie lies I will not 


1m* influenced by this feeling where 
the 
w elfare 
of 
Comanche 
public 
schools are 
concerned. 
I know 
that 
it is a little informal not to do a little 
palavering and lying on occasions like 
tliis; but I have never lied to you 
people and 
I never will. You 
will 
find in the Bible that “A liar is an 
abomination In the sight of the Lord,’* 
that is one reason we love the Lord 
I want to express to all my friends 
my sincere appreciation of their con 
tinned sympathy 
and loyalty.
